The pes 
ky little chigger has indeed been 
responsible for 
many 
sleepless 


nights. 


The chigger is a six-legged, red 


undeveloped form of mite. At this 
stage of its development, the mite 
apparently must become a para> 
site in order to live and tries to 
attach its-elf to some domestic ani- 
mal, bird or human being. 


If a person walks through under- 


brush or deep g>ass, he is likely to 
contact these undeveloped mites. 
It is the feet and legs which ar« 
most likely to be attacked. Chig 
gers crawl on the skin and when 
they meet an obstacle such as a 
garter or belt, they are likely to 
stop and bile, fastening themselves 
to the surface of the skin. 


They do not 
burrow 
Into the 


skin but attach themselves to it 
by cfaws. The mite fills with Us- 
sue-fluids and drops off after a 
few hours. leaving a spot on the 
skin which is likely to itch severe- 
ly. A red welt forms at the point 
where the mite drops off. 


There are three way* of treat- 


ing chigger bites. One is to catch 
the mite when it is first attached 
and remqve it. This is not so dif- 
ficult except that these insects are 
very small and often are not seen 
at all unless the skin is examined 
closely and immediately alter Uuy j 


have attached themselves. 


The second line of attack is'to 


relieve the severe itching, since 
the itching usually continues for 
days after removal of the mite.* 


According to one authority, the 


itching can be relieved by touch- 
ing the area with rubbing alcohol 
three times a day. followed im- 
mediately by some anti-itching oil 
such as standard boric acid oint- 
ment with a little phenol, usually 
1 per cent, added to' it. 
APPLY 3 TIMES DAILY 


This ointment should be applied 


only in small quantities after VM 
alcohol—about three times a aVy 
»s needed to relieve the itching. It 
is rubbed in gently and what;is 
left is wiped off with, a little cof-. 
on. In addition to relieving the 
'ten, this treatment may prevent1 


nfection with germs which oflen-> 
follows scratching. 


Of cou-se, no treatment is as 


satisfactory as prevention. If a 
>erson is likely to come in contact 
with tall grass or other vegetatfxi 
on which chlggers are likely to ei- 
st, high boots or long .trousers 
msy be sufficient to prevent the 
mite» from reaching the nWn. 


Lying in the grass on a picnic is 
n excellent way to get chigger 
>«««. Dusting the skin with flow- 
r or sulphur will usually ward off 
hese troublesome mites if expo- 
ure Is «xpected or cannot be 
voided.

It was 
early in 1951 before the govern- 
ment was able to put a lid on 
prices and wages. And by that 
time living costs had begun to 
climb.

In the 18 months since controls 


went on, living costs have risen 
4.1 per cent. They reached a pealf 
last January, dipped a bit, and in 
May surged up again, almost 
equal to the January mark. 


The Republicans have dumped 


the blame at Truman's door for 
his tardiness in starting controls 
in 1950. 


But these controls will end Mon- 


day, June 30. unless 
congress 


votes to continue them. Now the 
Truman 
administration, a few 


months before the 1953 elections^ 
wants them continued. 
• The senate listened and voted 
to keep them eight months to a 
year longer. But Thursday the 
house voted—it was a combina- 
tion of Republicans and Southern 
Democrats who did it—to kill prac- 
tically all controls except wage 
controls. 


Not Last Word 


This isn't the last word, of 


course, since action by congresA 
isn't 
final 
unless both houses^ 


agree. 


If the two ^houses can't agree, 


that ends controls. Chances are 
they'll reach a middle-ground. No 
one is predicting what this hybrid 
would be. 


If and when he gets it, Truman 


may consider this final version 
worse than useless, and veto it. 
That would kill all controls unless 
both houses re-pass it over his veto* 
which, judging from the present 
mood of the house, is unlikely. 


Political Fodder 


No matter how the final result 


is arrived at, if it ends controls 
and then prices shoot up. Truman 
isn't likely to overlook during the 
political campaign the stand th« 
house Republicans took on killing 
price controls. 


If the final result from both 


houses permits 
continuance o£| 


price controls but so badly cripples? 
them that prices go looping up- 
ward, Truman, who has never 
been considered a poor politician, 
will hardly forget to mention the 
Republicans.

was delivered to my stateroom. 


A Deerstalker! 


Although big, the package was 


light. Inside I discovered a deer- 
stalker. That's one of those'fore- 
and-aft hats Sherlock Holmes used 
to wear when he was trailing Pro- 
fessor Moriarity and other crooks 
around London. 


The hat. it tuincd out, was a 


faiewell gift from my Associated 
Press associates. It was accom- 
panied by a caricatuie of me wear- 
ing the hat and bearing the legend 
"Baker Street or bust." 


Upon visiting the old Sherlock 


Holmes menage shortly after ar- 
uving in London, I put on my deer- 
stalker and stood in front of the 
building and then marched up and 
down for several minutes. 


Some Stared 


Some people stopped and stared. 


Otheis went by with smiles, out- 
light laughter, or with looks of 
awe or amazement on their faces. 


Apparently no one knew what 


the deuce I was driving at. con- 
vincing me of a point I already 
had suspected, that S h e r l o c k 
Holmes is a much bigger name in 
the United States than at his own 
dooi step. 


Then my wife and I gave the 


whole area the once over. Around

Rockford's radio station WROK Thursday filed its formal application for televison channel 13, the only 
VHP channel available to northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin. Since 1948 Station WROK and WROK 
alone has made continuous and costly effort to bring televuion to this great area.

WROK's TV application, filed Thursday in Washington, calls for 


a half-million dollars in technical equipment, Including a powerful 50,000- 
watt transmitter that will assure intense coverage of a 50-mile radius in- 
cluding such cities as Beloit, Janesville, Freeport, Belvidere, Dixon, Ro- 
chelle, Sycamore, and DeKalb.' It will 'also offer fringe area reception of 
good quality to cities in an additional 30-mile span. 


WROK first filed application for a Rockford TV station in 1948 and 


has pioneered in all efforts to secure television in the Rockford area. 
WROK's application four years ago when channel 12 had been allocated 
to Rockford was one of the first 50 television station permits sought in 
the United States. 


During 1949 the FCC suspended grants for any further new tele- 


vision stations. 


When the "freeze" was lifted several months ago Rockford was 


tentatively allocated channel 13. Other citiei sought to wrest channel 
13 from this area. 


WROK was a party to hearings before FCC and was successful in 


having the channel 13 allocation made permanent for Rockford. WROK 
was the only party that fought to keep the important television channel 
for Rockford and this northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin area. 


Although a number of ultra high-frequency channels have been as- 


signed to Rockford and the northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin area, 
channel 13 is the only very high-frequency channel available in the terri- 
tory being capable of giving reception to the television receiving sets now 
owned by the people hereabouts. 


WROK began construction of a TV tower and other required build- 


ings shortly after filing the first application in 1948. The 302-ft WROK 
tower erected on Gullford road, west of Alpine road, fits channel 13, the 
.outlet allocated to Rockford. 


Radio Station WROK studios recently were rebuilt and equipped 


for television program broadcasts and a house for the TV transmitter 
has been constructed at the Guilford road tower site in preparation for 
broadcasts. Other TV equipment has been on order since May 1, 1948.

The FCC announced recently that those cities where there is but 


one applicant would receive television as soon as possible after July 1, 
the last day for filing applications. 


Should WROK be unopposed for channel 13, construction could 


begin within 60 days after the TV license is granted. Should there be 
contesting applications, many months of delay in giving television service 
to the area would most likely result

Kentucky Prison Rebellion 


EDDYVTLLE. Ky., (AP)—Three 


hundred defiant prisoners, advised 
by a chaplain hot "to die in vain," 
sullenly ended a one-day rebellion 
at the state prison last night. 


The risk of dying was there: 


state police troopers and prison 
guards were poised 
to attack. 


They had rifles, pistols, sawed-off 
shotguns and tear gas. The mu- 
tineers had clubs and knives. 


The prisoners 
surrendered un- 


conditionally 
and 
promptly 
at 


7:15 p. m. (EST), a deadline grim- 
ly fixed by Dr. W. E. Watson, 
state director of corrections, and 
Warden Jess Buchanan. 


Governor Backs Warden 


Gov. Lawrence .W. 
Wetherby 


backed his warden with a threat 
to call out "the whole ' National 
Guard" if necessaVy. "We are not 
going to let them get av/ay with' 
anything like that," he declared. 


When the unruly felons finally 


capitulated, and released a guard 
held hostage during eight hours of 
rioting, eight prisoners had been 
wounded by gunfire,' and the prison 
machine shop wrecked. * 


Two guards were taken .hostage 


but quickly released, one of them 
slightly hurt by a blow on the 
head. 


Tense Quiet 


Today a tense quiet- settled over 


the 68-year-old, fortress-like peni- 


tentiary and its 1,100 inmates in 
this Western Kentucky town. 
B u c h a n a n complimented the 
Rev. Paul B. Jaggers, the Baptist 
chaplain who made the final ap- 
peal to the mutinous convicts. 


While Jaggers was pleading 'with 


the rebels to give up, the mob's 
ringleader tried unsuccessfully to 
continue the revolt.

The rebels had submitted a list 


of seven demands together with a 
request for the dismissal of Dep- 
uty Warden Walter Stephens and 
Earl Henderson, a dining room 
steward. 


The concessions they sought in- 


cluded elimination of "brutality." 
abolition of daily . drills, better 
food 
and better hospitalization, 


and an improvement in cell sani- 
tary equipment.
